SCHOOL REPORT. 


To Parents and Citizens of New London: 

The work of another school year has ended, and the task of pre- 
paring the annual report is at hand. We shall be very brief in our 
remarks, feeling that the character and success of our schools and 
teachers are already too well known to need any expended exaltation 
or criticism from us. . 

It is very evident that our schools are not perfect. They do not 
reach that high standard which they ought to and might attain. 
Committees make mistakes, teachers err, and parents do not always 
co-operate for the best interest of their children; yet, notwithstand- 
ing all these obstacles and shortcomings of humanity, the cause of 
education is gradually advancing, and is destined to continue as long 
as worthy and natural instructors are recognized in preference to any 
others. Schools are what teachers make them. ‘To them, and to 
them alone are we to look for their future welfare and success. 
Model teachers are not only well versed in the branches to be taught, 
but also possess natural abilities to govern and to impart their 
knowledge to others; hence the adage, ‘‘ Teachers are not made; 
they are born.” 

Ten female teachers have served during the year—two with no 
previous experience, and eight with more or less experience in 
teaching. Two of these have attended a normal school. Three 
were retained in the same school for the year. Three commencing 
in the fall were re-employed for the winter term. These teachers 
have had under their care 138 different pupils, of whom 116 were 
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between five and fifteen years of age; one less than five; twenty-one 
above fifteen; seventy-five boys and sixty-three girls. Most of these 
have made good improvement, and have been under the charge of 
those of whom we are justly proud, and we think, as a whole, our 
schools never ranked higher than today 


PLEASANT STREET. 


Failing to make satisfactory arrangements in the spring, for the 
schooling of a portion of the children at Pleasant street, no provision 
was made for them until fall, when a school was opened at that 
place. It prematurely closed at the end of eight weeks, three of the 
four pupils having withdrawn, on account of being frightened, we 
are told, by wild animals. 


TEXT BOOKS. 


This new school law somewhat increases the duties of commit- 
tee and teachers, yet it is a pecuniary advantage to parents and places 
their children all on a level so far as books and supplies are con- 
cerned, and also tends to systemutize and condense the teacher’s work. 

We have made nearly a complete change in text books, beliey- 
ing that it was much better fur the town to at once procure a new se- 
ries of books than to gradually become the owner of an old set that 
has been in’ use many years. The following have been introduced : 
Butler’s Geographies, Butler’s Arithmetics, Harper’s and Lippin- 
cott’s Readers, Harrinyton’s Speller and Eggleston’s History, involv- 
ing an expense of nearly three hundred dollars. 


BOARD. 


The teachers at the West Part, Burpee Hill, North and Low 
Plain have been boarded for two dollars a week, while those at Col- 
by Hill and Scytheville have been obliged to pay as high as three 
dollars. Now there is no reason why board at the two latter places 
should be any higher than in the other parts of the town. Will not 
some one in said divisions volunteer to equalize this inequality ?
